Effects of atomic blasts on vari­ 
ous types of structures and articles 
were described Monday evening by 
Dr. John Scharf. of the Armstrong 
Cork Co.. Lancaster, in an address 
to the local Rotary Club at the 
YWCA. 
Dr. Scharf was one of a group 
of five scientists studying the effect 
of radiation from atomic blasts on 
canned goods at the Nevada test 
sites last year The team of five 
on canned goods was one of IS 
similar teams which tested cloth­ 
ing 
houses 
and 
other 
exposed 
things. 
Canned goods stood up well. he 
reposed Those cans or glass con­ 
tainers that were rot cut open bv 
flying glass or other debris appear 
to have little radiation and appear 
by all chemical tests to be site 
for human use. he said As a fur­ 
ther check the food i« now being 
fed to animals to determine whether 
there will be any effects that rn ght 
have been missed by chemical and 
microscopic examination. 
Dr. Scharf said his bam spent a 
year gathering processed foods in 
various types of containers in order 
that a fair test would be mad® of 
all known tvpes of containers. The 
foods then were placed in various 
storage p la ce in Ute home erected 
on the Nevada testing area. Some 
canned foods were placed in cor­ 
rugated cardboard boxes and left 
on the ground about a mile from 
where the atomic device was to be 
exploded. Others 
were placed in 
kitchens, basements, and stores. 
The speaker showed slides taken 
at th® scene to illustrate the “tre­ 
mendous effect of the explosion of 
atomic 
devices.**

“ALERT" TEST 
WILL BE HELD 
BEFORE JUNE IO 


Adams Countian* will be asked 
to "take cover" sometime between 
Friday and June IO as the county 
joins the state in a test of the new 
C hil Defense public warning sys­ 
tem. 
William G. Weaver, county Civil 
Defense director, speaking Monday 
evening at a meeting of defense 
officials from the county at the 
court house said that the test will 
be held to determine the public’s 
understanding and compliance with 
the new warning system. 
In prior tests a three signal pro­ 
gram was used. The first signal 
was an alert, then a "red” signal 
was sounded w a ming all to take 
cover and the third signal was an 
“all clear,” permitting resumption 
of activities. 
New Raid Signals 
Under the new Civil Defense pro­ 
gram , an alert signal is given by 
sounding fire sirens and whistles 
in one shrill blast without 
any 
"ups and downs” in the sound. 
That signal is to warn everyone 
to tune in radios to obtain instruc­ 
tions, or to be alert to possibly 
instructions by loud speakers. 
The “red" signal warning all to 
take cover will be a warbling "up 
and down" effect on sirens and 
whistles. When it sounds ail are 
asked to "take cover.” 
The next signal will be an alert 
signal. People are asked not to 
leave their homes, or places of hid­ 
ing, but to listen for instructions 
by radio or loud speakers. 
W eaver said the new system was 
devised for use in time of war and 
in peacetim e emergencies. Civil De­ 
fense has been given the job of 
handling all emergencies. In event 
of bombs, radiation might still be 
in effect for some time after a 
bombing and so the alert signal 
m ight be given to give instr uc ti or; 
after

Similarly, in event of tornadoes 
or other emergencies, there still

BEING PUT INTO 
EFFECT AT ONCE
